15 4. Notlce of the commencement of thils action has been
16 given to the State of Washington as required by 42 U.S.C. § 7413(b)..
17 5. Venue 1s proper in this District under Section 113(b) é
18 of the Clean Alr Act, 42 U.S.C. § 7413(b), and under 28 U.S.C.
19 § 1391(c) as the place in which the violations occurred.
20 6. Defendant State of Washington is a sovereign state.
21 Defendant owns and operates, through its agency the Department of
29 Transportatiﬁn, a facility known as the Coleman Ferry Terminal, .
23 located at ﬁier 52 in Seattle, Washington. The Coleman Ferry ;
24 Terminal is the location of the renovation that is the subject of 5

THE ASBESTOS NESHAP

7. Section 112 of the Clean Air Act, 42-U.s.C. § 7412,
authorizes the Administrator of EPA to publish a list of air
pollutants determined to be hazardous and to prescribe emission
standards for those pollutants. These standards are known as
National Emission Standards for Hazardous Air Pollutants

("NESHAP"}.

8. EPA listed asbestos as a hazardous air pollutant

under the authority of Section 112 of the Act, 42 U.S.C.
§ 7412(b), and also adopted an asbestos NESHAP that i1s codified

‘at 40 C.F.R. Part 61, subpart M.

9. Section 112(c) of the Clean Air Act, 42 U.S.C.
§ 7412(c), prohibits the emission of any alr pollutant to which
a NESHAP applies, from any stationary source, in violation of
such NESHAP. Noncompllance with a NESHAP 1s a viqlation of
Section 112(c) of the Act.

10. 40 C.F-R. § 61.02 defines "owner or operator" as
"any person who owns, leases, operates, controls or supervises
a stationary source.”

11. 540 C.F.R. § 61.02 defines "statlonary source" as
"any buildiﬁg, structure, facility, or installation which emits

or may emit any alr pollutant which has been designated as

hazardous by the Administrator.”

18. k0 C.F.R. § 61.152(b) requires each owner or
operator to "discharge no visible emissions to the outside
air during the collection, processing (including incineration),
backaging, transporting or deposition of any asbestos~containing
waste material generated by the source . . . ."

THE NESHAPs VIOLATIONS

within the definition of the NESHAP regulations, 40 C.F.R. § 61.141, |
at the Coleman Dock Ferry Terminal ("the facility") located at
Pler 52, in Seattle, Washington. Said activities involved the

removal or strippling or both of friable asbestos material as |

defined in 40 C.F.R. § 61.141.

20. The demolition or renovation operation involved

the removal or stripping of quantities of friable asbestos material
in excess of 160 square feet or 1In excess of 260 linear feet at

the facility and therefore the operation came under the NESHAP

regulations, 40 C.F.R. § 61.145(a).

21, The State of Washington 1s liable because it owns
the facility in question and because it operated the renovation

23. Defendant falled to provide prior written notice
of intention to renovate or demolish in violation of 40 C.F.R.
§ 61.146 and Sections 112(c) and 114(2)(1)(B) of the Clean Alr
Act, 42 U.s.c. § TH412(c) and § T814(a)(1)(B).
SECOND CLAIM FOR RELIEF

24. Paragraphs 1 through 21 are incorporated herein by
reference as if fully alleged below.

25. On or about or prior to February 20, 1985, defendant
iremoved friable asbestos materlals from the facility by drilling
a series of holes 1in the celling of the car deck.

. 26. This removal was performed in violation of the work
practices set forth at 40 C.F.,R. § 61.147, because defendant failed
to keep the friable asbestos materials adequately wetted. Defend-
ant's actions constitute a violation of 40 C.F.R. § 61.147 and
Section 112(c) and (e) of the Clean Alr Act, 42 U.S.C. § 7412(c)
and (e).
